The county board of supervisors met j 
in regular session in Redwood City 
last Monday. 

Surveyor Neuman reported to the 
board that he had completed the sur¬ 
veys of the county roads and request¬ 
ed that the board go over his work 
with him with a view to making 
grade changes if any be deemed neces¬ 
sary. It was agreed to spend yester¬ 
day and today in an inspection of the 
roads and Supervisor Brown was dele- ; 
gated to make the necessary arrange¬ 
ments for the trip. 

Coroner Plymire rendered a report 
of the disposition that had been made 
by him of the personal ell'ects of cer¬ 
tain deceased persons. 

A communication was received from 
District Attorney Swart making 
known necessary rules adopted by 
him in regard to giving opinions to 
the board or to the county oflicers 
and in t he matter of approving claims. 

The communicatian was accepted 
and ordered liled on motion of Super¬ 
visor Brown seconded by Supervisor 
Casey. 

Ordinance No. 49, passed by the 
council of San Francisco, and Ordi-! 
nance No. 38, passed by the council of 
Daly City, were received by which 
that portion of the Mission road with¬ 
in these cities is turned over to the 
county for the state highway. 

Supervisor Casey advised that the 
ordinances be held until it is definite¬ 
ly known that the highway Is coming 
through Daly City and down the 
Mission road. 

The right of the highway commis¬ 
sion to omit any section of road in 
building the state highway down the | 
Peninsula was questioned by Super- j 
visor Brow n. The board should ap¬ 
peal to the attorney general and fail¬ 
ing to get an opinion from him should 
employ special counsel to light for 
; the people’s rights. 

The chairman agreed with Super¬ 
visor Brown in his opini >n that the j 
highway commission was not acting j 
fairly in refusing to build the road I 
through the incorporated cities. He \ 
held that it is required of the com in is- j 
sion that all of the roads be “continu- ' 
ous” and they would not be such if | 
the cities were not treated the same as 
the rest of the county. 

Supervisor Casey held that the pri¬ 
mary object was to get the road even 
though concessions may have to be 
made by the incorporated towns to 
get it. Already a contract is about 
to be let for building the lirst live and 
one-half miles of the highway in this 
county, which will be the first work 
I to be done in the state, 
j Chas. M. Morse, editor of the San 
; Mateo Leader, said that the $18.OhO,000 
: availiable for road work was insuffi- 
I cient to provide all the roads that were 
| needed and it was the desire of the 
commission to make as good a show¬ 


ing as possible. While it might be 
inconvenient and inadvisable to the 
incorporated cities to give up any 
of their streets for the highway it 
seemed to be the only course available. 
The cities cannot afford to construct 
such a road as the commission might 
prefer and many of them are pursu¬ 
ing such a course as tliatof Daly City 
and South San Francisco. The com¬ 
mission is willing toaccept thestreets. 

fhe ordinance restraining dogs from 
running at large was taken up and 
adopted on motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor Brown, and 
the clerk was directed to send a copy 
to each of the county papers for publi¬ 
cation. The ordinance is published 
in another column of this issue of The 
Enterprise. 

On motion of Supervisor Brown, sec¬ 
onded by Supervisor Blackburn, each 
member of the board was authorized 
to employ a special officer to enforce 
the ordinance at a salary of $25 per 
month, and to destroy all dogs that 
are found running at large not muzzled. 
For each of such animals destroyed 
the o' .ceris to receive $1, he to fur¬ 
nish proof of having killed the ani¬ 
mal. 

W. G. Beattie was re-elected county 
health officer on motion of Supervisor 
Casey, seconded by Supervisor Brown.

TAFT ANSWERS 
COL. ROOSEVELT 

President Exposes Duplicity ot 
His Old Friend. 

REPLIES TO EVERY CHARGE. 


Produces Proof That Roosevelt Delib¬ 
erately Misrepresented Him In This 
Campaign—Declares Him Menace to 
Republic and to Prosperity. 


President Taft in three speeches in 
Massachusetts on April 25 personally et 
answered the misrepresentations of 
Theodore Roosevelt of the position of *' 
the president with respect to the is- j 
sues of this campaign, with respect to 1 
his administration and of himself per- j 
sonally. The president said he re- c< 
gretted the necessity of speaking plain- i C1 
ly about his "old friend,” to whom he e< 
frankly admitted a personal obliga- I lc 
tion. The president said, however, & 
that the situation created by Mr. n 
Roosevelt’s personal attacks on him rr 
and his administration made further a 
silence intolerable. I 

The basis of the president’s reply to | 
Mr. Roosevelt was the well known t« 
‘‘square deal” maxim of Mr. Roose- I Ji 
velt. As he answered each Roosevelt R 
charge the president inquired, “Have lc 
1 had a square deal?” In order these tl 
subjects were treated by the president, it 
Misrepresentation of the President’s lfl 
Speeches. 

First.—Under this heading President " 
Taft declared that Mr. Roosevelt had Ci 
deliberately misrepresented him when n 
he said, “Mr. Taft defines the issue d 
when he says that our government is 
and should be a government of all the p 
people by a representative part of the c 
people.”

“The excerpt which Mr. Roosevelt t< 
uses is taken from my speech at To- p 
ledo,” said the president. “It is gar- r 
bled.

William Flinu of Pittsburgh, "one of 1 
the worst municipal bosses that the 1 
history of that state knows;” Walter 
Brown of Ohio, “the only boss in full 
commission in the state,” and William | 
Ward of New York were supporting ( 
Mr. Roosevelt. Senator Crane of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, whom Mr. Roosevelt has 
mentioned, President Taft said, had I 
“three times - been invited by Mr. 
Roosevelt into his cabinet” and that 
Mr. Roosevelt had invited him to man- : 
age his presidential campaign in 1904. 

“When 1 consider the eagerness with 
which Mr. Roosevelt has accepted in 
his various campaigns the assistance 
of Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Cannon, Mr. Pen¬ 
rose, Mr. Quay. Mr. Platt, Mr. For- 
aker and many other men,” said the 
president, “I do not hesitate to say 
that it involves the most audacious ef- j 
frontery on his part to attack me be¬ 
cause men he characterizes as bosses j 
are now supporting me. This is pecul¬ 
iarly unfair on his part in view of his 
weli known political history and is an- ! 
other instance of his departing from j 
the rule of a square deal.” 

False Statements In Lorimer Case to 
People of Illinois. 

Third.—In this connection President I 
Taft said Mr. Roosevelt had made it 
appear that a vote cast for Taft in llli- ; 
nois would be a vote for Lorimer. “I 
have not seen Mr. Lorimer for two 
years and have had no communication 
with or from him,” he said. “I did not 
ask his support. He did not tender it 
to me. Any influence he may have J 
given in my favor was not because he 
liked me, but because he felt more bit¬ 
ter toward Mr. Roosevelt.” The presi¬ 
dent then quoted in full a letter he had 
himself written to Mr. Roosevelt on j 
Jan. 6, 1911, in which he outlined the ; 
steps he was taking to have Lorimer 
unseated in the senate and stating that 
Senators Root. Burton, Nelson and oth¬ 
ers had become interested at his sug¬ 
gestion. He pointed out to Mr. Roose¬ 
velt how they could best work togeth¬ 
er on the case.

In 
view of his extreme fairness in the 
matter the president said: “The influ¬ 
ence of federal officeholders in the 
Chicago convention will be less effec¬ 
tive for any one candidate than ever 
before in the history of the party.” 
The president then inquired if his 
treatment on this issue by Mr. Roose¬ 
velt was a sample of the square deal. 

Roosevelt and Cannon. 

Seventh.—President Taft said Mr. 
Roosevelt had charged that “I desert¬ 
ed the progressives and became a re¬ 
actionary.” 

He told how, with the approval of Mr. 
Roosevelt, he had had a meeting with 
Joseph G. Cannon, the then speaker of 
the house, with a vie^ to bringing 
about a revision of the tariff. This oc¬ 
curred before his own inauguration 
and after he had ascertained that Mr. 
Cannon could not be defeated for 
speaker in the house. At that meeting 
Mr. Cannon promised to help Mr. 
Taft “redeem the promises of the Re¬ 
publican platform." Subsequently Mr. 
Taft interviewed the Republican mem- | 
bers of the house commitee on ways 
and means to the same end. Mr. Roose¬ 
velt also approved of this step. Re¬ 
viewing the passage of the Payne law, 
the president then said: 

“Has Mr. Roosevelt ever condemn¬ 
ed the Payne bill? Does he say he 
would not have signed it if it had been 
presented to him uuder the conditions 
that I had to meet? He has never 
said that as far as 1 know, and the 
New York platform of 1910, adopted 
by the convention of which he was a 
part, indorsed the Payne bill and ap¬ 
proved its passage.” 

The president inquired If this was a 
square deal. He then reviewed some 
of the progressive achievements of his 
administration and went over the 
amendments to the interstate com¬ 
merce law in detail, pointing out In 
each instance that practically every 
single objection Mr. Roosevelt now 
made to that law he has himself rec¬ 
ommended. including the commerce 
court. 

Repudiates His Own Trust Record. 

Ninth.—Stating that he had taken 
frequent pleasure in upholding Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt’s prosecution of illegal 
trusts, the president said: “Now 1 find 
Mr. Roosevelt coming the other way, 
denouncing the anti-trust law and de¬ 
nouncing prosecutions under It. He 
says that the decree in the Standard 
Oil case is Ineffective, that the price 
of stock has gone up and that my ad¬ 
ministration is to be condemned be¬ 
cause the decree was confirmed by the 
supreme court. The truth is that the 
decree as finally entered and enforced 
was drawn exactly as Mr. Roosevelt’s 
attorney general in the bill, which by 
direction of Mr. Roosevelt he tiled 
against the Standard Oil company, had 
asked that It be drawn.” 

The president then declared that 
both the decision against the Standard 
Oil company and the tobacco trust 
had been more effective than Mr. 
Roosevelt would admit and that com¬ 
petitive conditions had been restored 
and better prices were now being paid 
than ever before to the tobacco grow¬ 
ers and the producers of crude oil. 

Concerning Mr. Roosevelt’s proposed 
plan to abolish the anti-trust law and 
I regulate the trusts, he said he had of- 
i fered no constructive plan whatever 
j except for the president to separate 
I the “good” from the “bad” trusts, a 
: process which offered no stability to 
business and “amounted to nothing in 
; the end but the establishment of a 
benevolent despotism.” 

Who Represents the Interests In This 
Contest? 

Tenth.—In reply to the charge that 
he represents the interests in this con¬ 
test, the president said the record of 
his administration afforded the best 
answer. His long record of prosecu- 
! tions, without fear or favor, he said, 
“must show to a fair minded public 
that this administration has no favor¬ 
ites among lawbreakers or those seek¬ 
ing special privileges.” 

A Menace to the Whole Business Com¬ 
munity. 

“Eleventh.—One of the real reasons 
why Mr. Roosevelt ought not to be se¬ 
lected as a candidate of any party is 
the natural distrust the whole business 
1 community will have in respect to the 
| measures which Mr. Roosevelt will pro* 

J pose in order to effect a revolution in 
’ the interest of social justice which he 
advocates so strongly and defines so 
’ vaguely,” declared the president. Stat- 
1 ing that Mr. Roosevelt’s pronounce- 
. ment with respect to the control of 
business at first met with favor among 
certain business interests, the presi¬ 
dent said the program outlined by his 
Columbus speech had so greatly alarm- 
ed business that it could only contem- 
F plate the danger to the security of all 
j business by his threatened undermin- 
j tug of our constitutional government 
and his attack upon the independence 
! of the judiciary.

THE INITIATIVE 
PETITION FOR A 
GREATER CITY 


At every polling place on May 14th, 
in central California, omitting no 
counties, the Greater San Francisco 
Association will be represented by 
workers, who are to get signatures for 
the initiative petition that will pro¬ 
vide for putting an enabling constitu¬ 
tional amendment on the ballot to 
allow San Francisco to widen its 
boundaries. The work of securing the 
men who are to do this service is now 
under way. They will be volunteers. 
The Greater San Francisco Associa¬ 
tion, through its executive committee, 
lias planned to secure at least 40,000 
signatures to the petition on May 14th, 
if possible. The reason that May 14th 
is selected as the day for accomplish¬ 
ing this is that the voters will be as¬ 
sembled, and the very fact that they 
are in the booths will be reasonable 
proof that they arequalitied, as voters, 
to sign the petition. This move is ac¬ 
companied by a letter which has been 
sent to all parts of central California. 
It is explained that the adoption of 
the amendment will not in any way 
compel any community to consolidate 
with any county and city, but will 
simply make it possible for communi¬ 
ties that vote for consolidation to in¬ 
corporate themselves under a charter 
lobe approved by them, and a form 
of government that shall be satisfac¬ 
tory to them under the provisions of 
the amendment.

American Consul William E. Algo 
at Mazatlan, Sinaloa, has wired the 
Washington authorities for permission 
to permit the 400 Chinese residents of 
that district to enter the United States 
on account of the danger they are in 
from revolutionary troubles, as it is 
feared Ihere will he a repetition of the 
Torreon massacre. 

The trial begun in Berlin on March 
20th of the men charged with being 
responsible for the wood alcohol pois¬ 
onings which occurred at Christmas 
among the inmates of the Municipal 
Night Shelter for the Homeless, has 
ended. A druggist named Scharmach. 
who prepared the deadly spirits, was 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment. 
Two salesmen named Zastrow and 
Meyen were each given two months in 
jail- - -—

An Ordinance Requiring the Muzzling 
of Dogs. 

The Board of Supervisors of the 
County of San Mateo, State of Califor¬ 
nia, do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1 

Every dog not kept within a suf¬ 
ficient enclosure, or not being effectu¬ 
ally muzzled so as to prevent such 
dog from biting persons or animals, 
is hereby declared to be a menace to 
public health and safety. 

SECTION 2 

Every person owning or having con¬ 
trol of any dog shall effectually muz¬ 
zle it so as to prevent it from biting 
persons or animals. 

SECTION 3 

Every dog not kepi within a suffi¬ 
cient enclosure or not muzzled as re¬ 
quired by the provisions of Section 2 
hereof, shall be immediately destroyed 
by any peace officer or pound keeper. 
SECTION 4 

Every person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than fif¬ 
ty ($50.00) dollars or by imprisonment 
in the county jail for not more than 
fifty (50) days or by both such line and 
imprisonment. 

SECTION 5 

This ordinance shall remain in full 
force and effect up to and including 
the 31st day of August, 1912. It is, 
however, expressly provided: 

1st. That Section 2 hereof shall not 
j apply to any dog while it is within a 
j sufficient enclosure. 

2nd. That Section 2 shall afterJuly 
l 1, 1912, not apply to any dog actually 
! hunting under control of its master. 

3d. That all muzzles shall be prop¬ 
erly adjusted and shall be of a design 
approved by the health officer. 
SECTION 6 

This ordinance shall takeeffect and 
be in force from and after fifteen (15) 
days after its passage.

MARY BAKER EDDY’S 
WILL HELD VALID 


Gift cf Two Millions to the 
Scientist Church 

The clause of the will of Mrs. Mary 
Baker G. Eddy, founder of the Chris¬ 
tian Science Church, bequeathing the 
residue of her estate, valued at about 
$2,000,000, to the First Church of 
Christ Scientist of Boston, creates a 
“valid trust’’ in the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of New Hampshire. 
The court holds that the “residuary 
clause is not a gift to a church, but a 
gift for religious purposes, sustainable 
as a charitable trust.” 

The court’s decision was given in 
the hill in equity brought by George 
W. Glover of Lead, S. D., Mrs. Eddy’s 
son, in the Merrimac county Superior 
Court, to have the residuary clause 
declared invalid on the ground that 
it violated a New Hampshire statute, 
limiting the amount which can he be¬ 
queathed to any single church. Glover 
sought, in case the residuary clause 
should be declared invalid, to have 
the residue divided between himself 
and Hr. Ebenezer J. Foster-Eddy of 
Waterbury, Vt„ Mrs. Eddy’s adopted 
son, as the next of kin. 

An amendment may be filed by the 
plaintiffs, according to the decision, 
since, should they be able to show that 
the bequest is for the pecuniary pri¬ 
vate profit of the church, the trust 
would be voided. 

VISALIA” <7 DRT1n 
THIRD ELECTION 


Women Big Factor in Campaign 
That Bars Saloons 

By a vote of 994 to 658 Visalia voted 
dry again. The women cast a large < 
vote against the saloons. Visalia has 
been dry since last July and the pres- ! 
ent election was instigated by the wet 
forces under the new initiative. The 
election was the most hotly contested 
in the history of the city. Prior to J 
the election several petitions signed 
by farmers were presented to local 
merchants declaring that if Visalia ; 
voted wet they would do their trading 
elsewhere. The lack of saloons in that 
city, they declared, had solved the { 
labor question. 


Paralysis of the traffic ot che port 
of Havana in consequence of the 
strike of longshoremen and lighter¬ 
men, was made more complete by the 1 
harbor engineers going on strike, 
which resulted in the stoppage of all 
ferryboats and tugs. The boatmen on 
the motor and sailing boats also struck 
In sympathy with the longshoremen 
and lightermen. Passengers arriving 
at and departing from the steamers 
in the harbor are being transported 
in the lifeboats of the ships. The Gov¬ 
ernment is reported to be making 
strenuous efforts to settle the strike 
on account of the embarrassment be¬ 
ing caused by non-collection of cus¬ 
toms duties. 


TAFT ANSWERS 
COL. ROOSEVELT 


Contineud from Page:! 


Aoosevelf would extend through the 
business community a feeling of such 
distrust as to the future as to interfere 
with the good times which, if business 
is let alone and present conditions con¬ 
tinue, will expand Into the most en¬ 
couraging prosperity, and this will 
‘bring happiness to wage earners who 
are more injuriously affected by dis¬ 
turbance of business than any other 
members of the community.” 

President on Third Term. 

In conclusion the president took up 
the “third term” issue. Quoting Mr. 
Roosevelt’s announcement that he 
would “under no circumstances” be a 
candidate again, the president said: 

“If he had frankly announced that he 
had changed his mind no one would be 
disposed to hold him to a promise of 
that sort merely because he had made 
it. The promise and his treatment of 
it only throw an informing light on the 
value that ought now to be attached 
to any promise of this kind he may 
make for the future. The important 
fact is that his declaration was the 
statement of a principle essential to 
the welfare of the republic.” 

The president then reviewed Mr. 
Roosevelt’s various claims for support 
on the ground of merit and concluded 
that he had offered no substantial, con¬ 
structive remedy for any evil of which 
he complained. “We are left to infer, 
therefore, that ‘the job' which Mr. 
Roosevelt is to perform is one that 
may take a long time." said the presi¬ 
dent. “perhaps the rest of his natural 
life. There is not the slightest reason 
why, if lie secures a third term and 
the limitation of the Washington, Jef¬ 
ferson and Jackson tradition is broken 
down, he should not have as many 
more terms as his natural life will per¬ 
mit. If he Is necessary now to the 
government, why not later?" 

Then (lie president concluded by sny- 
ing: “One who so lightly regards the 
constitutional principles and especially 
the Independence of the judiciary, one 
who is so naturally impatient of legal 
restraints and of due legal procedure 
and who has so misunderstood what 
liberty regulated by law is could not 
safely bo intrusted with successive 
presidential terms. I say this sorrow¬ 
fully. but I say it with the full con¬ 
viction of its truth " 

SAN JOSE CANINES 
MAYjK MUZZLED 

As a Result ot Dog Biting 
Ordinance May Be Demanded 

As the result of the biting of Joe 
Collins by a di g, the San .lose Board 
of Health will probably demand of 
the Council at its next meeting the 
passage of an ordinance requiring 
owners to muzzle all dogs. As Col¬ 
lins wa.s standing on a corner the dog 
ran up and seized the man’s leg. 

At its meeting the Board of Health 
took cognizance of the prevailing epi¬ 
demic of rabies about the State and 
recommended to the Council that the 
muzzling ordinance be passed. Inas¬ 
much as the Board has authority to 
demand the statute, it is expected that 
this action will be taken. Motocycle 
Policeman Margason was instructed 
by the Police Chief to kill (he dog that 
bit Collins, but was unable to find the | 
animal. 


In the cargo that went down with 
the Titanic was a $5000 shipment of j 
orchids consigned to a San Mateo 
nursery. They had been sent from 
India and no expense was being spared 
to rush them • through so that they 
would not. die en route. The collection f 
consisted of 500 plants. Agents of the j 
company had searched the Himalaya 
highlands for months gathering the j 
collection, which was one of the finest | 
that has ever been shipped to Ameri¬ 
ca. Most of the plants were of the I 
Venda Caerule, the color of which is j 
light blue. It Is said that this blue 
Is nearer that of the sky than any j 
that has been found in nature. 


The will of Major Archibald W. 
Butt, filed in Washington, disclosed 
the fact that the one great wish of 
the President’s aide is impossible of 
realization. It was that he should be 
burled in Arlington National Cemetery, 
and that the family name might be 
perpetuated there by a modest monu¬ 
ment over his grave. In his will the 
young Army officer had set aside $500 
for this purpose. In view of the dis¬ 
closures In the will there is a strong 
likelihood that a movement will be 
started looking to a suitable memorial 
to Major Butt at* Arlington, although 
his last resting place is in the ocean. 


RESOLUTION OF INTENTION NO. 2. 


A resolution of intention of the 
Board of Trustees of the City of South 
San Francisco declaring its intention 
to improve Miller Avenue from the 
west line of Maple Avenue to the east 
line oi Chestnut Avenue, and declar- 
I ing that serial bonds shall be issued to 
j represent the cost thereof. 

Resolved, by the Board of Trustees 
j of tiie City of South San Francisco, 
That public interest and convenience 
require and that it is the intention of 
the Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco to order the fol¬ 
lowing st reel work to be done in said 
| city to-wit: 

That that portion of Miller Avenue 
between the west line of Maple Ave- 
j nue and the east line of Chestnut Ave¬ 
nue, including all street intersections, 
be improved by constructing concrete 
curbs therein on both sides thereof 
j for the full length as above speci- 
| lied, except where such curbs 
J are already constructed; and by 
constructing concrete gutters therein 
j on both sides thereof for the full length 
as above specified, excepting, however, 
that portion of said Miller Avenue in¬ 
cluded between a certain line drawn 
through a point in llie center line of 
said avenue, and at right angles to 
said center line, two hundred (200)* 
feet east of the east line of Eucalyptus 
Avenue and a certain line similarly 
drawn through a point in llie center 
line of said avenue five hundred (600) 
feet west of tlie west line of Eucalyp¬ 
tus Avenue; and by constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks therein on 
both sides thereof having a width of 
five (6) feet, commencing two (2) feet 
from llie property line or boundary 
line of said avenue and extending five 
(5) feet toward the curb line, for the 
full length as above specified, except¬ 
ing where such sidewalks are already 
constructed; and by filling in earth 
back of said curbs so as io bring side¬ 
walks between curb and artificial 
stone sidewalks to official grade; and 
by grading said avenue for its ful| 
width from curb to curb for the full 
length as above specified so as to bring 
the surface of said avenue to official 
grade, except where such grading lias 
already been done. 

All work shall be done in accordance 
with the special plans and specifica¬ 
tions heretofore adopted for doing 
said work and now on lilu in the office 
of the city clerk. 

The Board of Trustees, under the 
authority conferred upon it by the 
provisions of that certain act of the 
Legislature of the State of California, 
approved April 7th, 1911, and known 
as the “Improvement Act of 1911,” 
determines and declares that serial 
bonds shall he issued to represent 
the cost of said proposed improve¬ 
ments; said bonds shall be serial, ex¬ 
tending over a period of nine (9) years 
from the second day of January next 
succeeding their date, and shall lie is¬ 
sued to represent assessments of Twen¬ 
ty-live (25) Dollars or more remaining 
unpaid for thirty (30) days after the 
date of the warrant issued to the con¬ 
tractor, or five (5) days after the deci¬ 
sion of said Board of Trustees on an ap¬ 
peal; an even annual proportion of tlie 
principal sum of each bond shall be 
payable by coupon on the second day 
of January of each year after its dale 
and until the whole is paid, and inter¬ 
est shall be payable semi-annually, by 
coupon, on the second days of Janu¬ 
ary and J uly, respect i vely, of each year, 
at the rate of seven (7/ percent per 
annum on all sums unpaid until the 
whole of said principal and interest is 
paid; and said bonds shall lie issued in 
accordance with llie provisions of said 
“Improvement Act of 1911.” 

“TheEnterprise,” a weekly news¬ 
paper printed and published and cir¬ 
culated in said city, is hereby desig¬ 
nated as the newspaper in which this 
Resolution of Intention shall be pub¬ 
lished, and the City Clerk is hereby 
directed to cause this Resolution of 
Intention to be published by two in¬ 
sertions in said newspaper in the 
manner required by said “Improve¬ 
ment Act of 1911.” 

The Superintendent of Streets shall, 
immediately, cause to he conspicu¬ 
ously posted along the line of said con¬ 
templated work and improvement 
and in front of all (he property liable 
to be assessed, notices of llie passage! 
of this Resolution of Intention, in the I 
manner and form required by law.

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES 


Letting himself down head first into 
a barrel of rain water under the eaves 
of his home at Arcadia, Ind., Rev. 
Charles Martz committed suicide. He 
was CO years old and had been a min¬ 
ister of the Christian church thirty 
years. Lately, it is said, he has been 
acting queerly. 

A rifle bullet glancing from a log 
struck Dan Swem, aged 10, of Tacoma, 
Wash., in the temple, inflicting a 
wound from which the boy died.

AMERICANS IN MEXICO 
NOT DANGER 

Rebel Chief Orozco Refuses to 
Recognize Gomez 

The plight of Americans on the west 
coast of Mexico appears to have been 
exaggerated, according *to the report 
received at the War Department from 
Quartermaster Ely, in command of the 
transport Buford, which was sent to 
that coast to pick up distressed for¬ 
eigners. 

The general staff has-again entered 
a sweeping denial of the many stories 
of the receipt of orders from Wash- | 
ington for the entrainment of troops I 
for the Mexican border. General ! 
Wood said that no such orders had , 
been given or were in contemplation. 

General Pascual Orozco has refused | 
to recognize the provisional Govern- J 
ment established by Emilio Vasquez 
Gomez at Juarez last Saturday. Orozco 
on the march southward telegraphed 
Gomez, threatening him and his asso¬ 
ciates unless they left Mexico. 

The creation of any civil govern¬ 
ment prior to the successful termina¬ 
tion of the war has persistently been 
opposed by Orozco, in his telegram 
to Gomez, Orozco declares that he 
would have been glad to have had 
Vasquez Gomez come into the rebel 
zone and work with him in tlie inter¬ 
ests of the revolution, but the Gomez 
Government in Juaftz was a tiling he 
could not countenance. 


GUNMEN INDICTED 
BY GRAND JURY 


Principals in the Recent Tong 
War Are Formally Accused 

Nine indictments were voted by the 
I San Francisco Grand Jury, two charg- 
ing murder and seven charging assault 
to commit murder against members of 
the fighting tongs who for weeks have 
been engaging in warfare in China¬ 
town. On Gun and Yee Chung San, 
already under arrest charged with the 
murder of Wong Yuk Sam, who was 
shot B’ebruary 2d, and who died last 
I Saturday, were the two against whom 
murder indictments were voted. The 
others were mere minor operators in 
the war of the tongs. 

The investigation is a continuation 
of the inquiry began several weeks 
ago after a number of Chinatown 
i shooting affairs. No Hop Sing men 
| were indicted. The two men charged 
with murder are Suey Sing men, and 
! the seven other indictments are 
against two Bing Kong men, two Suey 
Sing men and three Sin Suey Ying 
men.
